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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 63 has been 
amended in the paper filed December 11, 2009 to include that the computer system has a 
scanning cycle the length of which is dependent on the number of smart instruments to be 
tracked and wherein the surgery system temporarily sets the number of LEDs to be activated on 
an unused active smart instrument to zero, and wherein during each scanning cycle the surgery 
system cycles successively through all of the smart instruments and the second transceiver 
wirelessly transmits an instruction to the first transceiver of each of the smart instruments in 
consecutive order that have a number of LEDs that have not been set to zero. Thus, the claimed 
system actively sets the LEDs on an instrument so as to not be scanned during a particular 
scanning cycle. This is distinguished from the systems of Chader (U.S. Pat. 5,617,857) and 
Cosman (U.S. Pat. 6,675,040) (both of which were used to reject previous claim 63) in that any 
instrument being used in the prior art systems will necessarily be scanned within a scanning 
cycle. In other words, the systems of the prior art do not allow for an active instrument to be 
selectively skipped during a complete scanning cycle. Since the features of claim 63 are not 
explicitly taught or fairly suggested by the prior art of record, alone or in combination, claim 63 
is allowable.
